Church of Ireland 
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DISESTABLISHMENT OF THE CHURCH OF IRELAND

January 1, 2021 marks the 150th anniversary 
of the disestablishment of the Church of 
Ireland, resulting in the dissolving of the union 
between Church and State in Ireland that had 
existed since the 16th century Reformation. 
We mark this important milestone by issuing 
a special stamp on January 7. 


The disestablishment removed the status of a 
state church in Ireland. Previously, the laws of 
the Established Church were the laws of the 
land and imposed by the courts. In the 17th 
and early 18th centuries, Roman Catholics and 
Dissenters were subjected to stringent Penal 
Laws that barred them from political life and 
restricted religious practice. However, they 
were compelled to pay tithes, a tax to support 
the ministry of the Established Church. 


The Irish Church Act, introduced by the Liberal 
Prime Minister, William Gladstone, received 
Royal assent on July 26, 1869, and came into 
effect on January 1, 1871. 


Did you know? 


The census returns in 1861 (which were destroyed 
shortly after being taken) strengthened 


the move towards disestablishment. They 
confirmed that the Established Church 
comprised only 12% of the population and did 
not constitute a majority in a single Irish county.

The disestablishment of the Church of Ireland 
led to its transition from being a privileged 
minority to being a confident and influential 
minority down through the years. 


The stamp design is based on the sun, moon 
and stars panel from what the experts 
describe as ‘the Creation wheel window’ in 
The Cathedral of Saint Fin Barre in Cork, with 
the kind permission of the Dean and Chapter 
of the Cathedral. 


The watercolour paintings in the Cathedral's 
74 windows feature the work of William 
Burges, who was awarded first prize in the 
architectural competition to rebuild St Fin 
Barre's cathedral in Cork in 1863, and Horatio 
Walter Lonsdale.

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Centenary of the birth of 
Patrick Scott, HRHA 
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A special treat awaits stamp collectors and 
lovers of art when we issue a stamp on January 
21 to mark the centenary of the birth of noted 
Irish artist, Patrick Scott. The stamp honours 
the distinguished career of the Kilbrittain, 
County Cork-born artist, whose works have 
been exhibited worldwide and feature in many 
public and private collections. 


While honouring the stellar career of Scott, 
the stamp also affords people a rare 
opportunity to possess small items of high- 
quality artwork, as the design features two 
of his distinctive works. 


The ‘Meditation Painting 28' on the stamp 
encourages the viewer to contemplate the 
link between the physical and metaphysical 
world. The medium used by Scott for this 
painting was gold leaf and acrylic on 
unprimed canvas. He also used this 
technique in creating the second painting, 


Did you know? 


Patrick Scott originally trained as an 
architect, studying architecture at University 
College Dublin before going on to work 

with the architect, Michael Scott in 1945. He 


painted in his spare time up to 1960, when 

he focused fully on his artistic work, having 
won a National Prize at the Guggenheim 
International Award and represented Ireland 
at the Venice Biennale.

An honorary member of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy of Art and elected a Saoi of 
Aosdána in 2007, Patrick Scott died in 
Dublin in 2014 (aged 93) and donated his
